After Battle

PARINS, Sept. (!.—“I arn happy 
to 
have defeated him, but my 
condition 
is not perfect yet.” 
Such were the 
words that 
the 
French 
champion, 
Gee rues Carpentier, uttered after he 
had knocked out 
Dick 
Smith 
and 
thereby reflecting himself the general 
opinion of those who witnessed the 
fight 
Carpentier makes even his partisans 
afraid because he is too fiery, too im­ 
prudent, too nervous, and som e say he 
was lucky during 
the 
m atch 
with 
Smith, who might have won in tho 
fourrh round if a blow to the jaw had 
been a bit stronger. T he Frenchm an, 
it was noticed, soon got tired, lost 
speed and showed lack of judgment, 
while 
overlooking 
opitortunities 
he 
would have easily seen 
before 
the 
war. 
The “Grand Georges,” 
as 
French 
sportsm en call him, we', a pilot in tho 
aviation service during the war and 
was awarded the Military Medal tor 
courageous reconnoitering work, then 
sent to the Join V il l e Military school 
to educate recruits and practice him­ 
self. T here he ran IOO m eters in 
IT 
2-u seconds, played rugby, did no real 
boxing training, but strengthened his 
muscles and lungs. When he fought 
Smith his weight was tw enty pounds 
under Jack Dempsey’s poundage. 
Carpentier will have to train 
hard 
to be in a position to face the world’s 
champion ten or eleven months from 
now, tile approxim ate date given 
by 
Francois Descamps, C arp en tiers m an­ 
ager. 
Despite his mistakes against Smith 
and actual condition, C arpentier has 
capacities and judgm ent which, if h** 
continues to develop, will surely count 
in his favor as he gets older. It is only 
four months since he has been d e­ 
mobilized and this

The story that the French champion 
"has been kept in eoMon throughout 
the w ar’’ is'utterU without foundation. 
Carpentier was a private when mob­ 
ilized in the air 
service.

lines, was made a sergeant. Later, the 
military school at

No more reassuring sign has been 
given to these troublous times than 
the recommendation made by a com­ 
mittee of tho New York State Feder­

suggesting

months’ truce between labor and cap­ 
ital, while the government undertakes 
to lower the cost of living. 
The committee urges American or 
ga nixed labor everywhere 
to cease. 
for 
the 
present, 
its demands 
for 
higher wages and shorter hours, ex­ 
cept in cases where such action is 
necessary to relieve “intolerable op­ 
pression,” and to do its best in ev ery 
way to increase production and help 
restore normal conditions. 
“The people must be given a breath­ 
ing spell,” say these 
labor leaders. 
“There must be a suspension of strug­ 
gling for class and party advantage. 
All Americans must bend their backs, 
to the oars and pull steadily against 
the stornvtossed waters until our boat 
again rides safely on the placid sea ot 
prosperity.” 
This is in harmony with the attitude 
of the railroad brotherhoods, and ap­ 
parently with that of the railroad shop 
workers, who recently threatened to 
strike.

The reason why 
some people have earache and others 
do not is not because they probably 
are more prone to disease but because 
they probably have some trouble in 
the nose

throat .—adenoids, bad 
tonsils, or some 
deflections 
of 
the 
bone of the nose, where germs that 
set up inflammation have a lodging 
place, a base from which to work, and 
then spread into the ear.

Relation of Labor and Capital 
Discussed by Rev. Statom 
at Painters’ Banquet 


The perm anent society of the future 
is going to ‘lie 'based on Justice. Hu­ 
manity. and the Brorherhood of Man. 
And the rights of Man will be above 
the might of dollars. The public in­ 
terest will be conserved, labor will get 
justice, and capital will get justice— 
no more. 
This, in brief summarizes 
an interesting talk on labor given by 
Rev. E. J. Statom of Fullerton at a 
chicken 
banquet of the S an 'a Ana 
P apers’ and P aperhangers’ Union at 
the Union Cafe Thursday evening. 
’ 
T he interesting talk was of a 
kind 
not entirely expected of a minister, 
but. was thoroughly 
appreciated 
by 
those present, as wras the sumptuous 
repast set before them by Proprietor 
C. B. Nickels, ex-Harvey House chef. 
Strikes, the speaker said in answ er 
to a question, are wasteful things, but 
there appears no other way to get jus­ 
tice sometimes than by 
strikes 
and 
they will lie necessary, he believes, un­ 
til the people think out adequate w ars 
to prevent them. Strikes are fine ad­ 
vertisements, he said, and are good 
for shocking people into thinking. 
Despises the "Scab” 
“ We are all members, one of anoth­ 
er," said the speaker, “and ive should 
bear one another's burdens. I hate a n d 
despise the ‘scab.’

for humanity after the reconsltuction 
period is over..'

“I READ in one of the papers the

other day a report of a 3Q0-pound 
buck being brought into Los Angeles,” 
said Mort Hubbard. 
‘‘Probably that 
deer was a big deer, and possibly by 
the time he was 
packed 
down 
a 
mountainside on some fellow’s back 
he felt as though he weighed 300 
pound8. but I am telling you that any 
buck these days that weighs 125 to 
ISO pounds is a whale of a big deer. 
‘The biggest buck I ever saw was 
one that I killed in the Laguna Hills 
of this county in the early days. 
He 
was a four-prong. 
By that I mean he 
had four points on each side. I dressed 
him in the field as usual, and brought 
him into Santa Ana and weighed him. 
W ith head and hide, just as I brought | 
him in, he weighed exactly 172 pounds. J 
and he was easily the biggest I ever i 
saw. 
“A buck that weighs IIG pounds is, 
a good sized deer these days. Anyone 
who has never taken the trouble to ( 
weigh a buck is likely to guess widet 
of the mark. One thing I have noticed 
is that a good many men are fooled 
by reason of the fact that when he j 
trH»d to put his buck on a horse he had 
great difficulty in getting the buck up.! 
It is a job to get a buck on a horse,! 
especially lf the horse is a little bit j 
skittish. 
| 
“Some tim es hunters rub a bit of: 
tile buck's blood on the horse’s nos­ 
trils. and Sn that way* manage to givej 
him so much of the smell of blood that 


the whiffs do not alarm him.

best way is to blindfold the horse un­ 
til the buck is properly placed.

“But under tile best conditions a

bus was keyed up to the highest pitch 
of expectancy and preparation. 
Dec­ 
orators were sw athing the city with 
flags and bunting. 
Gas-lighted arches 
ware being erected in the downtown 
sections. 
Mammoth cities 
of 
tents 
were springing up and band stands and 
reviewing stands were 
being 
built 
along High street. 
Columbus was preparing 
to 
wel­ 
come 100,000 veterans of the Civil W ar 
to the twenty-second national encam p­ 
m ent of the Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic. Then the tdue-coated hordes swept 
into Columbus from every section of 
Hie country. 
On Tuesday, Septem ber IL, 1888, 
was held the greatest parade in the 
history of the city. 
Leading the col­ 
umns of sturdy civil warriors 
were 
General WMliam Tecum seh Sherm an 
and ex-President R utherford B. Hayes. 
The soldiers marched with firm step 
and clear eye. 
T he day was theirs. A 
half hundred bands and drum corps 
resounded m artial 
music / whlle the 
tread of thousands of feet 
heat in 
cadence on tb s cobblestones of High 
street. 
The procession was miles in 
length and took hours and hours to 
pass the reviewing 
stand 
in 
E ast 
Broad street. 
Commander-in-Chief 
Rea. 
General 
Sherm an and ex-President Hayes and 
official staff left the column at the re­ 
viewing stand while the long, steadily 
marching colum ns continued on. 
The fifty-third national G. A. R. en­ 
cam pm ent next week will probably be 
the last ever held by th* veterans of 
years gone by. 
Instead of mammoth camps, neces­ 
sary years ago to accommodate the 
thousands of soldiers, Columbus today 
was throwing open its homes to the 
Civil War veterans who began pouring 
into the city on every train. 
T he camps are not needed. 
There 
were 100,000 veterans in the city then. 
Now there will be not more than a 
tenth of that number. 
Instead of the 
num erous 
band 
stands along High 
street. lirst aid stations have been 
erected to care for th e aged veterans 
who may succumb to the strenuous 
activities of the parade to be held next 
Wednesday. 
In 1888, the march was nearly three 
m iles in length. 
Next w eek’s line of 
march will cover only a very short dis­ 
tance, probably less than a mile. There 
will be thousand# who will not march 
with their comrades. Special reviewing 
stands have bean erected for them. 
l ime has marched on in thirty-one 
years, and many thousands of soldiers 
have dropped from the ranks.

Who then will come 
critical time in the world’s life and 
with “another parable” teach the peo­ 
ple the theorv and practice of peace 
and self-government?

“The kingdom of heaven is like—’’. 
v. 31. 
Synonymous with “the king­ 
dom of heaven” is the phrase "the 
kingdom of God." meaning both the 
church of Christ and those who are 
members of it. 
The disciples of Je­ 
sus could not at first think of a 
kingdom without an earthly and vis­ 
ible king, nor could they conceive of 
that kingdom being composed of men 
any women 
mentally, 
morally and 
soiritually fitted to be subjects there­ 
of. 
It was all so different from anv 
thing they had ever known that it 
was 
beyond 
their 
comprehension. 
When Jesus said: “The kingdom of 
God cometh not with observation. . . 
it is within vou," the statement was 
radical, revolutionary and no less per­ 
plexing.
